Accordingly, your Committee recommends that the second resolution ap- 
pearing on the notice of this Special Conclave be adopted exactly as printed 
on the notice and proposes that it be incorporated in the Constitutions and 
Regulations of Grand Commandery as Section 6 of Article X, to be adopted 
at the semi-annual Conclave in 1958. 


Your Committee recommends that the first resolution appearing on the 
notice be re-worded in order to state in full the fundamental purposes as 
applicable to Templar Masonry rather than incorporating the purposes by 
reference, and accordingly the Committee recommends that the resolution 
be re-worded as follows: 


PREAMBLE 


Templar Masonry is a charitable, benevolent, educational and religious 
secret society, adhering to its own peculiar ancient_customs and rituals, 
including the ancient Landmarks of Freemasonry. Its methods of recog- 
nition and of symbolic instruction are secret and thereby a test of member- 
ship is provided, though a Sir Knight be traveling in foreign countries and 
among those who would otherwise be strangers. 


It is religious in that it teaches monotheism, the Volume of the Sacred 
Law is open upon its altars whenever a Commandery is in session, worship 
of God and our Lord Jesus Christ is ever a part of its ceremonial, and to 
its neophytes and Sir Knights alike are constantly addressed lessons of 
morality; yet is it not theological. 


It is educational in that it teaches a perfect system of morality, based 
upon the Sacred Law, by a prescribed ceremonial. 


It is benevolent in that it teaches relief of the poor and distressed as a 
duty and exemplifies the duty by relief of sick and distressed Sir Knights, 
by earing for the widows and orphans of Sir Knights, and by providing for 
the education of orphans and the children of needy Sir Knights. 


_ It is charitable in that none of its income inures to the benefit of any 
individual, but all is devoted to the improvement and promotion of the 
health and happiness of mankind. 


It is a social organization only so far as it furnishes additional induce- 
ment that men may foregather in numbers, thereby providing more ma- 
terial for its primary work of training, of worship, and of charity. 


We propose that this be incorporated as a preamble to the Constitutions 
and Regulations to be adopted at the semi-annual Conclave in 1958. 


The Committee further proposes that Article XI, Section 2, of the Consti- 
tutions and Regulations be amended by inserting the word “Templar” in 
the second line thereof so that the first sentence of said Section 2 will read 
as follows: 


The income of said Grand Fund may be expended for charitable or other 
Templar purposes as may be determined by the Grand Commandery.

It is both a privilege and a pleasure to welcome you to the 152nd 
Semi-Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery. 


ae od after 9 lapse of ten years, we again meet in this beautiful 
Temple in the City of Worcester, Massachusetts, as the guests of 
the Masonic Temple through the courtesy of the Officers and Sir 
Knights of Woreester County Commandery No. 5, Knights 
i ag — Sir Knight, Clayton Fay Fisher, Eminent Com- 
mander, 


At this time I want to publicly express the thanks of this Grand 
Commandery to the Sir Knights who made this Conclave possible, 
and to Eminent Sir Fisher and the Officers of the Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island Association of Knights Templar Commanders, 
who made the arrangements for the luncheon at the Wachusett 
Country Club. It is this spirit of cooperation that makes Templary 
and carries out our Grand Master’s slogan, “A Revitalized and 
Greater Templary.” ieee

Templary here and throughout the country has had its great 
leaders, its wise administrators, its noble corps of skilled officers, 
together with the Sir Knights who have followed loyally and sup- 
ported these leaders. They have been law-abiding, liberty loving, 
clean, honest American citizens; with such leadership and with 
such a following, there is no cause to wonder that our cherished 
Order exists today and that we are again privileged to reconvene 
this Grand Commandery. 


MEMBERSHIP 


As of June 30, 1957 our membership totalled 14,848; 152 short 
of the 15,000 total which I felt should be our goal this year. 


Annual returns of the last several years indicate that we must 
create six new Knights to obtain a net gain of one; average losses 
thru deaths take three and one half, suspensions one, and demits 
one half, or a total of five out of six. 


Based on this record we need at least 910 Knighted Petitioners 
to meet the 15,000 net membership goal; and an objective of 
1,000 petitions was set for the year. 


To date we have attained but approximately two-thirds of our 
objective. It is obvious that to avoid the possibility of a net loss, 
an unthinkable situation in this oldest jurisdiction in the Nation, 
we must not only make a special effort to obtain the petitions 
needed in the short time remaining, but Knight every petitioner 
os 30th. DO NOT HOLD ANY OVER FOR NEXT 


It is recognized of course that with the slackening of business 
and substantial increase in unemployment in this highly in- 
dustrialized area, conditions have been far from favorable ; financial 
limitations have held back many sincerely interested potential 
members. As a whole, I feel that we have not fared too badly 
under the very adverse circumstances which prevail. The record 
of two or three of our larger Commanderies has been quite dis- 
appointing to date but I am very grateful to the twelve Com- 
manderies who have met or bettered their quotas as of May 1, 
and the Commanders and Sir Knights by and large who thru their 
efforts have proven that recessions, or what have you, are no 
deterrent to those willing to make the necessary effort and really 
work for the benefit of Templary. 


I am still confident that thru your continued effort we shall see 
a substantial gain in membership this year when final returns are 
in after the close of our Commandery year on June 30. 
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INSPECTIONS AND MARKING 


All Inspections are now completed, but to the best of my 
knowledge final results have not been tabulated as some reports 
are not yet available. 


In my instructions to Grand Officers October 23, 1957 I re- 
quested that matters of general conduct at Inspections, prompting 
by Grand Officers, and any other action which might tend to 
detract from the dignity of, and respect due, the work of the 
Order, be given serious attention by all Inspecting Officers. The 
effective response and cooperation of all Officers to this end and 
thruout the year is greatly appreciated. 


The Staff of Marking Officers was reduced from nine to three 
this year in the interest of more uniform marking. Major readjust- 
ments were made in the points alloted to each Officer and partici- 
pant in the work of Inspection with due regard to the words of 
ritualistic work required and orders given or executed. New 
Inspection Marking forms were designed to facilitate marking 
and provide necessary instruction to Marking Officers on several 
points previously open to question. The new Inspecting Officers’ 
Report form this year is designed to obtain and record essential 
information, conveniently arranged, and with provision for ade- 
quately recording data considered essential for the establishment 
of an overall attainment mark for each Commandery. 


The role of the Marking Officer is not an enviable one. The 
very nature of his obligation — to mark conscientiously as he 
sees the work, and in accordance with the standards set — and 
let the chips fall where they may, is such that both just and un- 
just criticism cannot be avoided; for none of us as individuals, 
nor any system of marking, can be wholly perfect. Among other 
things, the attendance factor, and its effect upon the mark con- 
tinues to present a problem which grows with the size of a Com- 
mandery. I expect to offer a few recommendations at the Annual 
Conclave which may be helpful and worthy of consideration in 
connection with this and other matters pertaining to Inspections. 


Tam grateful indeed to our Inspector Instructor E..S .. Thomas 
C. Brown, and our Marking Officers, E..Sirs Harold L. Burr, 
Karsten M. Sandmo, and Edward I. Norton, for their con- 
scientious efforts to discharge their difficult duties fairly and 
equitably, without fear or favor. And to our Division Com- 
manders too, who have worked faithfully and I am sure help- 
fully, in their endeavors to be of all possible assistance to the 
Commanderies assigned for their special consideration, and to 


conduct their required Inspections with credit to Templary and 
all concerned. 


EXEMPLIVICATIONS 
Exemplifications as initiated last year produced many beneficial 
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results and were again embraced in this year’s program under the 
direction of our G.C.G. Em. Sir Clarence E. Booth. 

One of our major objectives was to so plan our program that 
all Commanderies might participate in an Exemplification prior 
to their own Inspection. With but few exceptions this objective 
was accomplished. 

Five Exemplifications were held. All were well attended, many 
questionable points cleared, and I am sure it has been obvious 
to all concerned that much has been accomplished in our en- 
deavor to establish and maintain uniformity in the work thruout. 
the jurisdiction. 

I want to express my thanks and appreciation to E..S.. 
Clarence E. Booth who organized and directed the program, to 
the Grand Commandery Officers who worked out the arrange- 
ments, to the Em. Commanders who offered the use of their 

asylums, to all who participated and assisted in any way, and to 
E..8.. Thomas C. Brown for his conduction of the work and the 
question periods at each Exemplification. I feel that this has been 
a very worthwhile program and that all participants benefited 
substantially from it. 


YORK RITE NIGHTS 


It is my firm belief that York Rite Nights, led and conducted 
by outstanding speakers fully qualified to present and discuss the 
three Orders of York Rite Masonry, provide the best known 
medium to present the opportunity, and to arouse the desire, 
for further Light in Masonry, and for membership in this great 
Christian Order of Knights Templar. 


Tam deeply grateful to our P.G.C., Rt. Em. Sir Robert Gardiner 
Wilson, Jr. for his willingness to direct our York Rite Night pro- 
gram this year and to speak on behalf of the Grand Commandery 
on these occasions of which there have been eleven to date. 

On each occasion the Presiding Officers of the Grand Chapter, 
the Grand Council, and the Grand Commandery, or their repre- 
sentatives, were present. Results have well confirmed my belief 
in the value of York Rite Nights to all York Rite Bodies, and to 
Templary in particular. R..E..Sir Wilson’s report on this ac- 
tivity will follow later. 


ORDERS OF THE RED CROSS AND MALTA 


A satisfied customer is our best salesman. Abbreviated or 
unimpressive work, whether it be the Order of the Temple, the 
Red Cross, or Malta, leaves much to be desired. The candidate 
sooner or later realizes that he did not receive all he was entitled 
to, or that the work he looked forward to with interest and en- 
thusiasm, was not considered by those who presented it, to be 
worthy of the degree of perfection he expected to find in these 
highest Orders of York Rite Masonry. 
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Properly presented, no additional regalia, no further ceremony, 
can add to the profound impressiveness of the Order of the Temple. 
But in the Orders of the Red Cross and Malta much can be done 
thruout the jurisdiction to improve their presentation and make it 
possible for each and every candidate to receive them, completely 
and impressively presented, and in full and dramatic form. 


Our G.G. Em. Sir Elliott N. Holley has been charged with 
the responsibility for improving the situation this year. Much 
has been accomplished as is evident from the notices of Dramatic 
form Red Cross and Malta presentations in many Commanderies 
and we look forward to his report on this activity at our Annual 
Conclave in October. 


SUSPENSIONS AND DEMITS 


You will have noted from my remarks under the heading of 
Membership that losses thru suspensions and demits are a matter 
of some moment in their effect on our net membership from 
year to year. 

On January 29, Official Order No. 4 and Official Letter No. 2 
were sent to all Commanders and Recorders, followed shortly by 
Official Letter No. 3 of February 5 providing statistical data and 
calling attention to the seriousness of these losses and offering 
assistance in an endeavor to hold them to a minimum. 


Comment and very gratifying response has indicated that your 
Grand Commander’s action on this matter has been helpful in 
pointing up the facts and the need for attention. 


Obviously members who by their statements, action, failure 
to meet proper obligations, or in other ways clearly evidence 
their lack of appreciation of membership and interest, are no 
asset to any organization. 


On the other hand, due regard to the obligations of Templary 
demand that each and every case involving non-payment of dues 
or request for demit be fully and conscientiously investigated to 
make sure that the action decided upon is for the best interest 
of both the Order and the Sir Knight concerned. Adversity, 
temporary or otherwise, may befall any of us at one time or 
another, and special arrangements to meet such situations should 
not be difficult to work out. Let us do as we would be done by. 
The casual or off-hand suspension of any Sir Knight for non- 
payment of dues without adequate investigation of all cireum- 
stances should have no place in the tenets of our Order. Such 
losses are unnecessary, unwarranted, and contrary to the best 
interests of all concerned. 

A full report of suspensions and demits for the year will not 
be available until after June 30 but it is certainly encouraging to 
note the interest and attention being given to the matter by so 
many of our Commanders and Recorders. 
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IN MEMORIAM 
On April 14th Grand Commandery was shocked to learn of the 
passing of Em. Sir William W. Armour, Eminent Grand Warder, 
a true and loyal friend of many years; a Sir Knight ever ready to 
serve and further the cause of Templary. And again on April 15th, 
Sir Knight Herbert I’. Sawyer, who served this Grand Commandery 
as Eminent Grand Sentinel for twenty years, and a Knight Tem- 
plar for sixty-five years — another true Knight Templar. 
“They passed beyond the horizon where we cannot see them 
But they have found that new life, the dawn of an eternal 
day.” 
APPOINTMENT OF GRAND WARDER 
On May 16, 1958 E..S-.John IP. Mitchell, a Past Commander 
of Worcester County Commandery No. 5, was appointed to serve 
this Grand Commandery as Grand Warder. 


GRAND COMMANDERY OFFICE RELOCATION 

Due to the needs of the Grand Lodge for a more efficient ar- 
rangement of Grand Lodge offices and operation, it has been 
necessary to remove the Grand Commandery Office to the 4th 
floor, where we now occupy Rooms 405 and 406, a somewhat 
less desirable location than the quarters we have occupied for 
many years in Rooms 205 and 206. 

Some questions and problems in connection with the change re- 
main to be worked out and if necessary a full report on the matter 
will be made at our Annual Conclave in October. 


CONCLUSION 


Every Master Mason should be a potential and prospective 
petitioner for the Orders of Knighthood. 

The Great Captain of our Salvation has in years gone by be- 
stowed His richest blessings upon us as Knights Templar, members 
of an Order founded upon the Christian Religion, and the practice 
of Christian virtues. Grant that we may continue to be worthy of 
His favor. 


May we, not only in our asylums and places of worship, but 
in our everyday lives and contacts with our fellow men, learn to 
yield ourselves more completely to the way and will of Christ 
with beneficence for the needy, sympathy for the suffering, com- 
fort for the sorrowing, and generous support of all that would 
promote the peace and good order of society. 

Let us strive as members of this Order, and hope that men of 
all races and creeds may come in time to be guided and actuated 
by a willingness to “. . . declare in truth and soberness that I 
entertain no enmity or ill will against a soul on earth, which I 
would not freely reconcile, should I find in him a corresponding 
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disposition”; to the end that peace and happiness shall prevail 
over greed, selfishness, and the lust for power in the minds of men.

REPORT OF THE JURISPRUDENCE COMMITTEE 


In Grand Commandery 
Boston, Massachusetts 
December 27, 1957 

To the Grand Commander and 

Members of Grand Commandery: 


The resolutions appearing on the notice of the Special Conclave 
have been referred to the Jurisprudence Committee for report. 
These resolutions have been proposed to conform the general 
purposes of Templar Masonry with the general purposes of 
Masonry as set forth in the Preamble to the Constitutions and 
Regulations of the Grand Lodge. The Grand Chapter and the 
Grand Council have already adopted corresponding legislation. 


The Jurisprudence Committee has been in touch with the Grand 
Master’s Committee which is considering various aspects of the 
taxation of Masonic Bodies and Masonic Temples, and it is the 
opinion of the Grand Master’s Committee that it is desirable for 
all Masonic Bodies to set forth their charitable purposes in explicit 
terms in order to take advantage of recent legislation affecting the 
taxation of bequests to Masonic Bodies and the taxation of 
Masonic Temples. 
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Accordingly, your Committee recommends that the second 
resolution appearing on the notice of this Special Conclave be 
adopted exactly as printed on the notice and proposes that it be 
incorporated in the Constitutions and Regulations of Grand Com- 
mandery as Section 6 of Article X, to be adopted at the Semi- 
Annual Conclave in 1958. 


Your Committee recommends that the first resolution appearing 
on the notice be re-worded in order to state in full the fundamental 
purposes as applicable to Templar Masonry rather than incor- 
porating the purposes by reference, and accordingly the Committee 
recommends that the resolution be re-worded as follows:

Sir Knights: 

Supplementing the Financial Report of the Educational Founda - 
tion Committee for the Division of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island as prepared by our Auditor, Em. Sir Hurlbut L. Plummer 
for the year ending December 31st, 1957, copies of which have been 
filed with the Grand Recorder of the Grand Encampment K.T. 
of U.S.A., which report has been approved, and with the Grand 
Recorder of this Grand Commandery, which report will be pub- 
lished in the 1958 Proceedings; we present additional information 
regarding the workings of your Committee. 
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From January Ist, 1957 to December 31st, 1957, we granted 
108 loans to 78 male students amounting to $36,676.50 and 30 
female students amounting to $12,928.00, making a total of 
$49,604.50. Several requests were rejected for various reasons. 


The Knights Templar Educational Foundation was created for 
the express purpose of assisting students in obtaining college edu- 
cations. It was created by an assessment of $1.00 per year for nine 
years against each Sir Knight of the States of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, and our Division is part of the National Foundation. 


There is a Resolution coming before the Grand Encampment 
47th Triennial Session to be held in Indianapolis, Indiana, August 
16 to August 22, this year, proposed by Sir Knight Robert B. 
Gaylord, Jr., Grand Commander of California, to amend Section 
104 of the laws of the Grand Encampment of the United States 
of America by striking therefrom the second and third sentences 
thereof and substituting the following therefor: 


bts shall directly administer all funds, accounts, moneys, investments, 
securities, notes and other properties of the Foundation, whether now held 


in trust or otherwise, and any other assets of all Divisions of the Educational 
Foundation, and that all such properties be returned to the office of the 
Knights Templar Educational Foundation for such administration, all 
effective as of January 1, 1959; provided that such Educational Foundation 
shall have the authority to permit the retention by any such Division of 
any of its office equipment, but any such retention shall be made as an 
asset of such Foundation.” 


Naturally we will fight this move. We feel that the money in 
our Division was raised by the Sir Knights of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, and our Trustees should govern it, 


No doubt, many of our Sir Knights feel that your Committee 
calls on you quite often to interview some applicant for a loan. 
We believe it is necessary to let our applicants know that some 
Sir Knights in their neighborhood are interested in their personal 


and financial status, and they are willing to help them in ob- 
taining their loan. 


There are some phrases of the “Sacred Trust” that are not 


known by the newer members of our Commanderies that are of 
special interest. 


Loans are generally limited to juniors and seniors in college, 
but we have the right and privilege of aiding students who desire 
to take vocational or professional training or to be advanced to 
Graduate or Master’s work in an accredited college or university. 
Funds are loaned to worthy students on notes guaranteed by 
adult persons with good credit ratings. 


With a program such as ours, with our borrowers now disbursed, 
you will find a few defaulters. Several of our older loans, which 
were made years ago, are now in default. We are making an 
honest effort to locate these borrowers and endeavoring to collect 
or put them on a paying schedule, 
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This is your money! We are not squandering it, but we need 
everyone’s cooperation to fulfill our obligation in seeing that needy 
students are served. ‘Truly this Foundation is a “SACRED 
TRUST FUND” and we will endeavor to keep it such.

REPORT ON MEMBERSHIP PROGRESS AND PUBLICITY 


Right Eminent Grand Commander and Sir Knights: 


Our Grand Commandery membership goal for the current year 
was again set for 1,000 petitions, affiliations and reinstatements. 


As of April 30, 1958 we had received a total of 613 petitions. 
This total compares with 707, 616 and 610, respectively, in the 
years 1957, 1956 and 1955. ‘Twelve commanderies had equaled 
or exceeded their quotas.

Parade and back. If any of you are interested, I will be glad to

You might bear in mind that our own R..E..Sir Robert 
Gardiner Wilson, Jr., is the Marshal of the Virst Division.

We have not yet received the full agenda of the program of 
the Triennial Conclave, but we do know that there are important 
matters for our delegates to the Grand Encampment Triennial 
Conclave that must come up for action, and we do want our full 
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complement of voting delegates at Indianapolis for this Triennia 
Conclave. 


In former years, we had an adequate Reserve Fund to be used 
for Triennial expenses as it does cost money to get our delegates 
out there and back. This year we have only the small and limited 
amount that has been included in the Budget, of the past three 
years, plus a small surplus left from former Triennials. The net 
result is that we must come to you and ask for additional funds 
this year to meet our expenses. 


We have reviewed our requirements with the Trustees of the 
Grand Fund, and we feel that we will need in addition to the Funds 
now available in the Triennial Fund, the sum of $3,300.00 to 
meet expenses which will be incurred to attend the Triennial at 
Indianapolis. 


There will be available through the Income of the Grand Fund 
an amount which will cover our request. 


I will now entertain a motion at this time “that the sum of 
$3,300.00 be taken from the Income of the Grand Fund to meet 
the necessary expenses of the Triennial for our voting delegates. 


(Motion regularly made and seconded to receive the Report of 
the Triennial Committee and adopt the recommendation — voted 
unanimously.)

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Grand Commandery; and to him and the Past Commanders’ As- 
sociation in arranging for the luncheon and enjoyable afternoon 
which followed at the Wachusett Country Club in West Boylston. 
A report of the Conclave and actions taken will, of course, be 
printed in the proceedings for the year. 


THE TEMPLAR 

The Templar, sent to all Commanders, Generalissimos, Cp. 
Generals, Recorders, Grand Commandery Officers and Past G rand 
Commanders, has again this year served as an excellent publicity 
medium. It provides your Grand Commander with an opportunity 
to post you on special plans, projects, or events; brings to you 
news items and messages of interest; and as augmented by the 
Membership Committee Statistical Sheet and comment of Sir 
Knight J. Leroy Jones, Director of Membership Progress and 
Publicity, keeps all informed of progress toward our membership 
goals from month to month: Many favorable comments have re- 
sulted from the arrangement of Commanderies on the Statistical 
Sheet in order of percentage of quota attainment, a new plan 
adopted in midyear, to better enable our Commanderies to note 
and compare the result of their efforts with others. I recommend 
it’s continuance. 

Although increased costs of printing and postage must be borne 
in mind, I believe the coverage provided by The Templar could 
well be somewhat further expanded to the benefit of all; par- 
ticularly in reporting illnesses or other particularly noteworthy 
personal items pertaining to our members which are reasonably 
certain to be of general interest. We are a fraternal organization; 
important news of our Sir Knights should be, and [ am sure 
always will be, of interest to us all. 

It is my hope that The Templar will be continued and expanded 
in the coming year. 


EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 

It will interest you to know that this Grand Jurisdiction of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island now stands third highest na- 
tionally in loans made to students in this last fiscal year. Nationally 
a total of $733,499.21 was loaned to 1,630 students; New York 
taking first place with loans of $74,165. to 167 students; Texas 
second with loans of $58,924. to 157 students; and Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island third with loans of $49,604.50 to 108 students. 

I strongly urge that we aggressively continue our efforts to even 
more fully utilize the funds available to us for the benefit of the 
young people of the coming generation in whose hands the destiny 
of our Country will some day rest, to the end that we may do 
our full part in better preparing them for their responsibilities 
through the medium of this great foundation whose current assets 
now total over $5,000,000. The full report of our [Educational 
Committee was made at the Semi-Annual Conclave, and will be 
printed in the Proceedings. 
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INSPECTIONS AND MARKING 


Instructions to Inspecting Officers, the study and revision of 
points allocated to work of individual Officers, etc. at inspections, 
reduction of the marking staff, and the adoption of a new marking 
report form were all covered in my Semi-Annual Report. 


The Inspection schedule was so arranged that there were no 
conflicting inspection dates and all Inspections were held on the 
dates assigned. All were completed prior to the Semi-Annual 
Conclave in May. 


Although greatly to be desired to insure proficiency in the Order 
of the Temple, no Commandery was required to put on the com- 
plete Order. It is noted, however, that Bay State No. 28 presented 
the complete Order at their Inspection. 


Attendance at Inspeetions dropped somewhat this year from a 
total of 7,041 present at 1957 Inspections to 6,469 present this 
year; 4,289 members (28! of total membership) were present 
at their own Commandery Inspections. 


Ten Commanderies failed to make the required count. Our 
larger Commanderies suffered most from poor attendance and 
7 of the 10 with 400 or more memb iffered losses ranging from 
8 to 20 points, obviously serious in effect on the over-all mark 
although the weighting of the count in the over-all mark was 


reduced from 714 to 7% this year. 


The determination of the number required for the count has 
been a matter of some concern to me in view of reports to the 
effect that deductions for the absence of Sir Knights on pleasure 
trips, for those over certain ages, and for other reasons, have been 
permitted in some eases in addition to the common practice of 
deducting for those ill and physically incapacitated. 


Reports of such deductions came to me as to many others 
as a complete surprise. I have issued no Order or otherwise author- 
ized such deductions, nor to the best of my knowledge have my 
predecessors in line so far as the record has disclosed. 


Furthermore, with attendance at Inspections dropping, and 20% 
of our Commanderies failing to make their count, any material 
variance in the basis used for determining the count might well 
affect the over-all Inspection Mark of a Commandery. 


The Grand Reeorder was requested to advise me of any rulings 
or Orders of record bearing on the determination of the Count. 
His search which extended back to 1918 indicated that as of that 
date 50% of the entire membership of a Commandery was required 
to be present in uniform to obtain full credit for the count which 
at that time constituted 20% of the total Inspection Mark. 
Later in 1923, the weighting of the count was reduced to 10% 
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but attendance of 50% of the entire membership in uniform was 
still required. In 1935 the uniform requirement was dropped. 
No record was found of when or who established the requirement 
calling for 50% of the membership residing within a 40-mile 
limit, and it would seem that in recent years the determination of 
the count has been largely at the will and pleasure of the Re- 
corders and Division Commanders. 


Let me say right here that in the absence of Orders or Rulings 
I do not feel that Recorders or Division Commanders should be 
held responsible for the present situation. It is a matter which in 
my opinion affects the best interests of all Commanderies and as 
such is not properly the responsibility of any individual Recorder 
or Division Commander. 


Substantial variances in the percentage of members within the 
40-mile limit are noted in the Inspection Reports this year, and I 
have shaken hands with too many Sir Knights at Inspections 
80-85 and 90 years of age or more who have told me they have not 
missed an Inspection for years to believe that age alone should 
be a factor in the determination of the count. 


It seems to me that it is the duty of every Sir Knight to be 
present for the Count if possible within reason. One night, or one 
hour of one night, in an entire year is not too much to ask of any 
Sir Knight to personally evidence his support of the Order, his 
Commandery, and its Officers. 


In order that full consideration be given all aspects of the 
situation the matter was referred to the Inspection and Tactics 
Committee for their recommendations. Their Report will follow 
later in this Conclave. I am in full accord with their conclusions, 
feel that prompt action is necessary, and recommend the adoption 
of the Committee’s recommendations for the best interests of all 
our Commanderies. 


In the interest of continuity the Work required at Inspections 
and the point marking system of the past year was retained. 
Certain penalties were established for the use of non-members 
at Inspections, and for the absence of required Officers and Guards. 
The basis for the year follows.

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The Inspection Mark, to be recognized and respected as truly 
representative of the relative performance of each Commandery, 
must necessarily be based on uniform known standards and im- 
partially judged by fully qualified observers. 


It is my firm belief, as a result of some 12 years of observation 
and experience, that Inspection Marking is a highly specialized and 
important function comparable in some respects to the inspection 
of high quality products of any nature, to the tolerances, finish, 
and operational characteristics required, and as such requires 
that those chosen for such responsibilities be specially trained, 
highly skilled and experienced, and if possible especially suited 
both by inclination and temperament, to such important and es- 
sential duties. 


To my mind a small and select staff of marking officers meeting 
these requirements best serves our objectives leaving the Division 
Commanders free to spend more time working with and assisting 
Commanders in every way possible to build Templary in their 
respective jurisdictions during their year in office, as well as pre- 
siding at their Inspections and adding luster to special events of 
the year along such lines as may be desired by the Commanders 
of the several Commanderies committed to their special care 
and attention. 


These thoughts are offered purely and simply as a matter of 
record and governed my decision to continue the use of Marking 
Officers this year. I believe the result has been more uniform and 
satisfactory marking as a whole. The changes from and to Marking 
Officers over the years well evidences the divided opinions prev- 
alent. The practice to be followed each year rests entirely with the 
Presiding Grand Commander whose decision should have your 
complete cooperation and support. I am sure that whatever that 
decision may be, it will be due to a sincere belief that it is for the 
best interests of this Grand Commandery. 


ATTAINMENT MARKING 


The establishment of a basis for judging over-all performance 
presents many problems; not only in the selection of activities to 
be included in ratings but in the weight given each in relationship 
to all others individually and combined. It is only to be expected 
that there will be many areas of difference of opinion in almost 
any specific plan. 


I have given the subject much thought, perhaps more than I 
should have bearing other things in mind, but I feel strongly that 
a rating based on what is done just one night in a year (attendance, 
and a less than complete exemplification of only one of the three 
Orders of the Commandery), is a far from satisfactory basis on 
which to judge the ability and effort of a Commandery to build 
Templary. 
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It may very conclusively be argued that no man or organization 
can ever realize his or its full potentialities for accomplishment in 
all directions of opportunity. Based on this thinking, to realize 
70 to 80 percent of one’s potentials in a given year, or a lifetime 
for that matter, could well be considered far above normal accom- 
plishment. The problem in establishing a rating based on this 
principle comes in determining an ultimate or maximum potential, 
and properly relating it to normal or essential needs. 


From another and perhaps more practical point of view, it 
can equally well be argued that certain accomplishments are es- 
sential to the growth and well being of any individual or organi- 
zation, and that the attainment of those essential objectives should 
provide the base used for measurement of attainment to the extent 
considered essential or desired. 


Vollowing this line of thinking, it is obvious that a Commandery 
which has excelled in all departments of its work and activities, or 
whose accomplishments in important directions have been out- 
standing, might well obtain and would well deserve a mark or 
rating higher than the base used to indicate fulfillment of specified 
objectives. It seems only right and proper that outstanding ac- 
complishment deserves outstanding recognition, and the rating 
schedule used this year is based upon this principle. 


_Inspections, as evidence of proficiency in the work, have been 
given a weighting of 40% in the total mark for desired attainment. 


Growth, measured in terms of petitions, admissions, suspensions 
and demits, and net gain in membership, has been given a total 
weight of 35%. 


Activities, those considered essential to expand and maintain 
the spirit, interests, and such objectives of our Order, has been 
given a total weight of 25%. 


A schedule of bonus points has been established to provide 
recognition of exceptional accomplishment over and above de- 
sired objectives; and a schedule of deductions provided for less 


than desired accomplishment toward objectives pertaining to that 
most essential one of growth, 


Net membership gains credits are based on a desired net in- 
crease of 2% per year. The word “admissions” where used in- 
cludes Knightings, affiliations and re-instatements. “Accredited 
admissions” are those for which a Commander or Commandery 
deserves full credit within the current year and cannot exceed the 
total number of petitions received within the current year. Ob- 
viously admissions over and above the number of petitions result 
from “carry-overs” and the effort of a preceding year; limited 
credit is reflected however in credits for net gains in membership. 


A reduction of 20% from the average of the three preceding years 
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is considered a reasonable objective for reduction of suspensions 
and demits this year. It is recognized that to some extent sus- 
pensions and demits are beyond our control due to action of pre- 
requisite bodies; also that no good purpose is served by carrying 
definitely disinterested delinquent members on our rolls. 


A mark in the vicinity of 1000 indicates that in their performance 
as a whole throughout the year, a Commandery has in my opmion 
attained objectives which should insure its growth and well being. 


A mark of over 1000 indicates exceptional effort and progress 
in building Templary, and in making the most of opportunities 
which can always be found by those who seek them. 


The following schedule for attainment ratings this year has been 
determined upon, only after long and thorough study and con- 
sideration. I make no claim of perfection but believe it provides 
a fair and impartial basis for appraising performance. In itself, 
and in combination with the studies and conclusions of Sir Knight 
Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., Past Grand Commander as reported 
in the 1950 Proceedings, it may perhaps serve as a forerunner to 
further efforts along these lines by my successors. 


It is presented with full confidence that you will accept it as 
a sincere effort to establish a basis for the apprai al of the over- 
all performance of a Commandery in line with desired objectives 
and on a sound and equitable basis. 


The attainment mark for each Commandery as falgalater [ee 
may be readily verified by reference to your own records ae aie 
mandery Notices, and rating in accordance with the lg 7 
schedule of credits, bonuses, and deductions. It is p a a 
some credits may have been omitted in one or tivo cases be oe 
failure of Recorders to send their monthly notices to the Gran 
Commander as required.

CERTIFICATE OF MERIT CITATIONS 

For quite a number of years it has been our custom to present 
Certificates of Merit to those of our Commanders and Com- 
manderies whose efforts and accomplishments have been out- 
standing. In more recent years the form of accomplishment so 
recognized has been largely limited to petitions obtained in re- 
lationship to quotas set. It is also noted that a large proportion of 
our Commanderies annually receive such certificates. It, is my 
opinion that when so many of our Commanderies are so cited on 
a single basis of comparison, such awards tend to lose their value, 
cease to provide the degree of recognition and incentive desired, 
and concentrate attention on a single rather than all objectives. 
The number of citations is therefore being reduced this year with 
principal awards based on over-all performance, as indicated by 
attainment ratings. Recognition is also given to outstanding ac- 
complishment in the separate fields of (1) proficiency in work as 
evidenced at inspections, (2) growth, and (3) specified activ ities 
asa group. The selection of Commanderies for honorable mention 
is similarly determined. . . , 

It is worthy of note that of the six Commanderies who obtained 
100% or more of their quota in petitions, but do not receive ci- 
tations: , .

HONORARY MEMBERSHIP 


I gratefully acknowledge honorary memberships in St. John’s 
Commandery No. 1, Jerusalem Commandery No. 19 (in whose 
Asylum my first impressions of the Order of Knights Templar 
were formed many years ago), Bristol Commandery No 29, the 
Bellingham Navy Yard, and the Past Commanders’ Associations 
of Massachusetts and of Vermont. I deeply appreciate these 
honors and evidences of regard. 


MEMBERSHIP 


In a period of recession which has to date resulted in the perma- 
nent closing of 83 plants with a loss of 20,033 jobs and an increase 
in unemployment from 3.4% to 7.85% in Massachusetts; and 
with similar conditions prevailing in Rhode Island, it is something 
of a pleasure to be able to report to you a net gain of 106 members, 
the largest of three years, and the continuance of our record of 
net. gains each year for the 11th consecutive year. 


My membership goal this year was 15,000 members. lor all 
practical purposes I feel that we have not only reached but _ex- 
ceeded that goal for we end the statistical year with 14,954 full- 
fledged members and with a carry-over of 136 applications, the 
largest in years, of which the Knighting of only 47, approximately 
one-third of the total, within our statistical year, was needed to 
exceed our 15,000 goal. 


Eighteen Commanderies equalled or exceeded their ae 
Natick No. 33 heads the list with 279% of quota. Of there 18, 
eleven have exceeded their quotas for two or more years; and two, 
DeMolay No. 7 and Cyprus No. 39, have exceeded their quotas 
for five consecutive years. 


Twenty-four Commanderies recorded net gains in seer 
ranging from one-third of one percent to 19.23%, a record held y 
Natick No. 33. Six Commanderies stood still. Twenty recorded 
net losses of from two-thirds of one percent to 6.5%. 


Our largest, Commanderies upon whom we normally depend i. 
our greatest gains appear to have been most seriously affected t! ‘ 
year, as of the five largest only two, Worcester County No. i 
and DeMolay No. 7, show net gains, whereas three, St. John’s 
No. 1, Boston No. 2, and Calvary No. 13, suffered net losses. 
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Losses through deaths remained relatively unchanged, 435 this 
year as against 432 last year. 74.4% of our application quota was 
attained this year, less than last year, but greater than the two 
preceding years. Suspensions and Demits which reached a high of 
239 last year were reduced to 165 this year, a drop of 31 percent. 


All in all, I think we may feel highly gratified with the results 
from our membership program this year. Without detracting in 
the least from credit due the effort made by some of our larger 
Commanderies, I think we must recognize that it is the effort of 
our average and smaller Commanderies, coupled with the lists of 
potential members supplied, the inspiration provided by York 
Rite Nights, and the serious attention given to potential losses 
thru suspensions and demits, which has made the present record 
possible. 


With many people and communities in this highly industrialized 
two-State area seriously affected by the nationwide slowing down 
of our industrial machine, a much less satisfactory record might 
normally have been expected. Great credit is due, and my sincere 
thanks go to each and every one of you who faced the challenge 
and helped in any way. 


The more complete report of the Membership Committee will 
follow later in the Conclave. 


KNIGHT TEMPLAR EYE FOUNDATION 


Jt was a special pleasure and a privilege this year for your 
Grand Commander to have the opportunity to participate, at least 
in a small way, in the work of the Knight Templar Eye Mounda- 
tion through the presentation at the request of our Grand Master, 
Sir Knight Walter A. DeLamater, of a check for $10,000 to the 
Howe Laboratory of the Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary 
of Boston. This followed a previous grant of $5,000 made in the 
preceding year. 


On April 29th, your Grand Commander, accompanied by Sir 
Knight John I. Rines, Past Grand Commander and Secretary of 
the Knight Templar Eye Foundation, and Sir Knight George A. 
Weeks, Past Grand Commander and our Grand Recorder, were 
the guests at a luncheon of the Directors of the Massachusetts 
Eye and Ear Infirmary, and the Directors and Scientists of the 
Howe Laboratories. [Following President Henry Hixon Meyer’s 
introduction and the luncheon, Dr. David C. Cogan, Director of 
the Howe Laboratories, took us on a personally conducted tour 
of the Laboratories and explained the scientific work and re- 
search projects being carried on. 


I am sure that if more of our Sir Knights could but see and 
talk with the enthusiastic and dedicated men of the Howe staff 
who are devoting their lives to the solution of the many problems 
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that remain to be solved in research and the treatment of eye dis- 
eases, we would all have a much fuller appreciation and realiza- 
tion of the great opportunities which lie before our Foundation, 
and the tremendous benefits which can come through our con- 
tributions. 


TEMPLAR ASSEMBLY AND BALL 


The Second Annual Assembly and Ball of the Knights Templars 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, sponsored by the Presiding 
Councils Club, was held at the Hotel Statler, Boston, March Ist, 
1958 with approximately 1,000 Sir Knights and their ladies and 
guests present. 


Following the reception of the Honorary General Chairman, 
Right Eminent Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr. and your Grand Com- 
mander and Suite under Worcester County Commandery escort, 
and the presentation of the Colors and Banners of 28 of the 33 
Commanderies represented, 340 Sir Knights in full uniform formed 
the Cross in massed formation and passed in review. 

Three drill teams, Sutton No. 16, Thomas Smith Webb No. 51, 
and Holy Sepulchre No. 8, competed for the Harry G. Pollard 
Cup which was won this year by Holy Sepulchre No. 8, and pre- 
sented to them by Right Eminent Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr. 
A second cup, the Presiding Councils Club Cup, retained per- 
manently by the winner, was presented to them by Eminent Sir 
Wayne If. Soucey, President of the Club. 


Entertainment, followed by a Grand March and dancing, com- 
pleted the program of a fine evening thoroughly enjoyed by all 
who filled the spacious quarters of the Ballroom and Balconies. 
The co-operation of the Commanderies who helped to make the 
evening the success it was, is greatly appreciated, and I want to 
express my personal thanks and appreciation to the Presiding 
Councils Club, Eminent Sir Wayne I. Soucey, President, Sir 
Knight Jack Baker, Vice-president, and Sir Knight | Harold L. 
Burr, Sceretary-Treasurer, Eminent Sir Clayton I’. Fisher, Com- 
mander, and the escort guard of Worcester County Commandery 
No. 5, for their effort and for the many courtesies extended to me 
on this occasion. 


This is one of the few opportunities of the year for the Sir Knights 
and their ladies of the entire jurisdiction to get together for an 
entertaining social evening, and I hope it will become a must’ 
in our annual program. 


EASTER SUNRISE SERVICE 


The 28th Annual Easter Sunrise Memorial Service of the Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templar of the U.S.A. was held in the 
Amphitheatre of the Arlington National Cemetery in Virginia, 
Easter Sunday Morning, April 6th, 1958. 
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Your Grand Commander together with several others from this 
Jurisdiction and a goodly representation from the New England 
States, attended the ceremonies and the breakfast which followed 
in the Hall of Nations at the Washington Hotel. 


Moderate to heavy rains from early morning on effectively damp- 
ened the ardor of those responsible for parade plans as well as the 
uniforms and clothing of those who came to be present at the 
service. 


I question which offers better evidence of regard and respect 
for this great Christian Order and for the inspiration of this na- 
tionally known Memorial Service — a brilliant array of colors 
led by the U.S. Marine Band and followed by hundreds of uni- 
formed Sir Knights marching to the music of “Onward Christian 
Soldiers” on a clear and beautiful early morning, or the somewhat 
fewer but dedicated and sincere hundreds who came by bus and 
private car from Washington headquarters and all points of the 
compass to stand in soggy uniforms or sit on conerete benches in 
the rain throughout the services. 


The welcoming address by our Most Eminent Grand Master 
Walter A. DeLamater, followed by the Prayer by Sir Knight 
Homer Ferguson, Judge of the U.S. Court of Military Appeals, 
an inspiring sermon by Rey. Dr. Daniel A. Poling, D.D., Editor 
of the Christian Herald, together with the music of the U.S. Marine 
Band and the final ceremony of placing a cross of lilies on the Tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier, combined to complete a most impressive 
and inspiring program. I am glad I could attend regardless of the 
inclement weather. 


ORDER OF MERIT 


The Order of Merit and its distinctive jewel was established 
by Sir Knight William 8. Hamilton, Past Grand Commander in 
1934 during his year in office. It is intended to evidence in a lasting 
way our recognition and appreciation for service beyond the normal 
call of duty or which in other v yays has brought distinction to our 
Order. 

_In the 24 intervening years to date there have been but 21 re- 
cipients of this jewel. To my mind there are two Sir Knights well 
deserving of this honor this year. rs 


One, a Sir Knight who has given unstintingly of his time, per- 
sonally assisted more Commanderies in perfecting their work and 
traveled more miles in the process, than any man I know of for 
years past. In addition he has devoted countless hours to the 
study and preparation of recommendations for revising and 
clarifying our tactical work and instructions, re-evaluating the 
relative weight of the ritualistic and tactical load carried by the 
Officers, Guards, etc., at Inspections, as well as the tactical super- 
vision and clearing of questions at all five of our scheduled ex- 
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emplifications. It is with my personal thanks and appreciation as 
well as those of this Grand Commandery that I present this well- 
deserved jewel of the Order of Merit to Sir Knight Thomas C. 
Brown, Past Commander of Thomas Smith Webb Commandery 
No. 51 and our Inspector Instructor, for his outstanding service 
to this Grand Commandery and the Commander es of this Juris- 
diction as a whole, this year. 


The second Sir Knight to be so honored most assuredly well 
earned such recognition during his term in office some 8 years 
ago. His record in building Templary that year broke all records 
of the preceding 26 years and has not been equalled since. His 
devotion to the interests of Templary and hard-hitting ability 
to bring any project, or program he undertakes to a successful 
conclusion is so well known no further comment of mine is neces- 
sary. 

This year he has again, through his outstanding ability as an 
interesting and forceful speaker, and his Chairmanship of our 
York Rite Night program, served Templary most. effectively and 
brought distinction to our Order throughout this Grand Juris- 
diction. I have often thought that after the Lord made him He 
must have destroyed the mold, for I know of no other like him. 
Iam personally indebted to him for his fine and helpful cooperation, 
and it is with grateful appreciation and real personal pleasure eet 
I present the Jewel of the Order of Merit to Sir Knight Rober 
Gardiner Wilson, Jr., Past Grand Commander of this Grand Com- 
mandery, for distinguished service in many ways and over —_ 
years in the interests of Templary and this Grand Commancery. 


TAXES — POSSIBLE INCORPORATION 


At the present time, real estate owned, rented, or Sod irae 
the Grand Commandery or its Constituent Commanderies 1s 
considered tax exempt under Massachusetts Laws. 


To unquestionably establish our long recognized aud wie 
status as charitable organizations and therefore enti = ih 
exemption under Massachusetts Law, a preamble ee nea 
changes in our Constitution were unanimously acceptec a as P 
Conclave held in Boston on December 27, 1957 for this oe 
and later adopted by vote of this Grand Commandery at its Ser 
Annual Conclave in Worcester on May 24, 1958. 


The Tax Commissioner has since ruled that under ot ys 
wording of the law we are still not exempt ad a we Be 
“Corporation or Trust.” Grand Lodge with its subord ina ie Lie ges 
and the Scottish Rite Bodies are tax exempt due to their Corporate 
structure but our York Rite Bodies were not so constituted. 


is si i y Gre ander’s_at- 
This situation was brought to your Grand Commanc er’ 
tention by a letter of July 8, 1958 from Most Worshipful W hitfield 
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W. Johnson of the Grand Master’s Tax Committee which also 
suggested the advisability of a September meeting of the Com- 
mittee with the Presiding Officers of each York Rite Body to dis- 
cuss the situation. 


In view of the Grand Encampment Triennial Conclave in 
August, our own Annual Conclave in October, and the possible 
need for action at one or both Conclaves in our case, I urged a 
meeting at the earliest possible date in my acknowledgment of 
July 18, 1958, and the suggested meeting was held in Boston, 
July 29, 1958. Present in addition to M. W. Whitfield W. Johnson 
and Em. Sir George B. Rowell of the Grand Master’s Tax Com- 
mittee, were the Presiding Officers of the Grand Chapter, the 
Grand Council, and your Grand Commander together with their 
respective legal advisors, and the Grand Secretary and Grand 
Recorder, as the case may be, of the respective York Rite Bodies. 


M.W. Brother Johnson outlined the position from both the 
legal and the Grand Master’s point of view and following dis- 
cussion of the several aspects of the situation, it was unanimous ly 
agreed to retain the services of the firm of Warner, Stackpole, 
Stetson and Bradlee to draw up articles of incorporation for each 
York Rite Body suitable for their particular needs and require- 
ments. A rough estimate of total cost was given as approximately 
$1,500; one-third of total cost to be borne by Grand Commandery. 
Your Grand Commander reserved the right to withdraw from the 
agreement without cost to Grand Commandery if Grand Encamp- 
ment consent could not be obtained, and it is understood that in 
the event Grand Commandery, for some reason, does not wish to 
incorporate after some work has been done, charges to us will be 
but 50% of that incurred on the basis of cost outlined in Warner 
Stackpole, Stetson and Bradlee letter of July 30, 1958 on file 
with our Grand Recorder. 


Sir Knight Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., Past Grand Com- 
mander, who attended as my legal advisor, undertook to clear the 
question of Grand Encampment approval and I am glad to report 
that permission to incorporate has been granted by the Most 
Eminent Grand Master, Sir Knight Walter A. DeLamater in 2 
letter dated August 12, 1958 on file with our Grand Recorder. 


It is my expectation that this matter will later be brought 
before this Conclave for action. 


SUSPENSIONS AND DEMITS 


The seriousness of our losses thru suspensions and demits was 
brought to your attention early in the year thru my official Orders 
and Letters on the subject as referred to in my report at our Semi- 
Annual Conclave. It is now possible to summarize the results 
of our effort to hold such losses to a minimum with due regard to 
the best interests of our Commanderies and individual Sir Knights. 
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In retrospect, note that suspensions and demits have increased 
at an alarming rate during the past 11 years; from 103 in 1946 
to a high of 239 last year; in effect nullifying approximately one- 
third (31.2%) of our gross gains in membership for the year 1957, 
and resulting in a cumulative loss of operating income to our 
Commanderies of over $70,000.00 and 11% of our 1957 mem- 
bership in the 10-year period, of 1948 thru 1957. 


It is gratifying to be able to report to you that suspensions and 
demits were reduced from the 1957 high of 239 to 165 this year; 
a reduction of 31% for the year and of 19% from the average of 
the three preceding years. Nine commanderies, Nos. 4, 13, 15, 
24, 33, 34, 40, 42, and 43, reported no suspensions and no demits. 
Seventeen commanderies, Nos. 1, 2, 8, 16, 19, 21, 22, 30, 31, 37, 
38, 39, 41, 45, 46, 47, and 49, complied with my request that 
notice of proposed suspensions and demits be sent me prior to 
taking action in order that a committee appointed for the purpose, 
under the Chairmanship of Sir Knight Clarence I. Booth, Gr. 
Capt. Gen., might be given an opportunity to advise and assist 
in any way possible. 


Of the 63 reports of proposed suspensions and demits received 
it is worthy of note that 26 or 41% of the suspensions were ‘dies 
avoidable due to suspension or demit from prerequisite Bodies. 


I want to express my appreciation to all concerned for their 
operation and the serious attention which they have given to the 
situation this year, and which I hope will continue as a matter 
well worthy of the attention of every Commander every year.

York Rite Nights, properly organized, and with well informed, 
outstanding speakers provide, in my opinion, the most effective 
medium yet found to further enlighten our Blue Lodge brethren 
and arouse interest in the York Rite.

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TEMPLAR NIGHT AT THE “POPS” 


Again this year, on June 8rd, the entire floor of Symphony Hall, 
Boston, providing 1,186 seats, was reserved for us for our Annual 
Templar Night at the Pops, sponsored by the Presiding Councils 
Club, Sir Knights Wayne E. Soucey, President, Jack Baker, 
Vice-president, and Harold L. Burr, Secretary-Treasurer and 
Chairman of the project. 


The Boston Symphony Orchestra with Arthur G. MacKenzie, 
Jr. piano soloist, provided a fine evening of excellent music. With 
all but 142 seats sold, it is evident that the evening was a success 
and one that we look forward to from year to year. I certainly 
hope a night at “Pops” will continue to be embraced in our annual 
program of activities. 


FULL AND DRAMATIC PRESENTATION OF THE ORDERS 
Or THE RED CROSS AND MALTA 


This subject was covered in part in my report at the Semi- 
Annual Meeting to which I refer you. It is readily appreciated 
that not all Commanderies can afford the expense of costumes 
and regalia required to so present these Orders. On the other hand 
we now have 7 Commanderies so equipped and prepared for the 
Order of the Red Cross, and 6 Commanderies equally well equipped 
and prepared for the Order of Malta. 


With such facilities available or within reach, and a desire to 
give full value for value received, it would seem that in most 
cases it should not be too difficult to see that each candidate 
receives, or at least has an opportunity to witness within the year 
of his admission, the full and dramatic presentation of these im- 
a Orders. Real progress toward this objective has been 
made. 


There were three Full Form Red Cross and Malta Conclaves 
put on. Hugh de Payens, No. 20 of Melrose exemplified the Full 
Vorm Red Cross and Malta twice at which time they initiated 
53 and 56 candidates bringing the total to 109 at the two Con- 
claves. Holy Sepulchre No. 8 of Pawtucket, R. I., in conjunction 
with St. John’s No. 1 of Providence, R. I., put on the Full Form 
Red Cross and Malta at Pawtucket and had an aggregate of 56 
candidates. 


During the year these were the only three joint orders of Red 
Cross and Malta put on in Full Form and costume. There were 
a number of Commanderies that put on the Red Cross and Malta 
individually. The approximate number of candidates who received 
the Red Cross and Malta in Full Form during the year was 267. 
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VISITATIONS 


No attempt will be made to record all visitations or engage- 
ments filled in the course of the current Commandery year of 
which there were well over 100, including inspections. 


Conflict of dates prevented attendance at several Annual Con- 
claves and other occasions, but it was my pleasure and privilege 
to attend the Annual Conclaves of the Grand Commanderies of 
Connecticut, Virginia, Washington, D. C., New York, Vermont 
and New Hampshire, the Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encamp- 
ment at Indianapolis, and the Annual Communication of the 
Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, the annual meetings or gatherings 
of York and Scottish Rite Bodies of both Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, and many periodic or special meetings and con- 
claves of one nature or another throughout the year. 


I greatly appreciate the many courtesies extended to me on 
these occasions. 


EXEMPLIFICATIONS 


Our program of exemplifications was completed with the last 
exemplification at Hugh de Payens Commandery No. 20 on 
February 15, 1958. Only 10 of our 50 Commanderies failed to 
participate in any of the five exemplifications. The program was 
covered fully in my report at the Semi-Annual Conclave and the 
Committee’s report submitted at that time, to which I refer you. 
Beyond expression of the hope that appropriate exemplification 
programs will be continued next year, no further comment seems 
necessary at this time. 


RECEPTION 


On Saturday, November 16, 1957, my home Commandery, 
Worcester County Commandery No. 5, Sir Knight Clayton I. 
Fisher, Commander, sponsored a reception in my honor, at the 
Masonic Temple in Worcester, which was attended by more than 
300 Sir Knights and their Ladies, including Grand Commandery 
Officers, Past Grand Commanders and representatives of 38 Com- 
manderies. Guests of honor included Most Worshipful Andrew 
Gray Jenkins, Grand Master of Masons in Massachusetts; Most 
Illustrious Frank H. Wilson, Grand Master of the Grand Council 
Royal and Select Masters of Massachusetts; Most Illustrious 
Rudolph K. Watson, Grand Master of the Grand Council of 
Rhode Island; Most Excellent George E. Cheek, Grand High 
Priest of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Rhode Island; Il- 
lustrious George A. Weeks, Potentate of Aleppo Temple, A.A.O.- 
N.M.S., a Past Grand Commander and present Grand Recorder; 
and many others.

Second. Prior to the 1957 amendment, both ownership and occupancy 
of the property had to coexist in the same corporation. No exemption 
was available for real estate owned by one charitable, etc. corporation and 
occupied by another such corporation. Likewise, no exemption was 
available where property was held by trustees exclusively for the use of 
a charitable, etc. corporation. 

This has been changed so that under the statute as amended real estate 
held in trust for a charitable, etc. corporation or trust, or owned by one 
charitable, etc. corporation or trust and used by another such organization 
for the latter’s purposes will be exempt. 


Application of 1957 Amendments to Masonic Temples. 
a. Request for Ruling 


An opinion has been requested from this Department respecting the 
status, for the purpose of local taxation, of Masonic Temples and a de- 
tailed brief on the application of the 1957 amendments so far as Masonic 
Temples are concerned has been submitted. 


The fact that this memorandum is concerned solely with the status of 
Masonic Temples is due to the fact that up to the present time a specific 
ruling on this point has been requested only with respect to this particular 
type of property. No opinion is expressed at the present time as to the 
status of real estate owned by other fraternal orders since no request for 
such a ruling has been made by any other orders. As soon as any further 
such requests are received and appropriate factual information submitted, 
you will be advised as to the course which you should take with regard 
to them. 


b. Factual Situation with Respect to Masonic Temples. 


We understand that with the exception of the Temple in Boston which 
is owned by the Grand Lodge, title to Masonic Temples in Massachusetts 
is in most cases held either by 


2. an association incorporated under chapter 180 of the General Laws 
or equivalent provisions of earlier laws, “For the association and 
accommodation of societies of Free Masons . . . or other charitable 
bodies.’’, or 


b. a board of trustees under a trust established for similar purposes. 


We are advised that a Masonic Temple in a smaller community ay 
accommodate one or more Blue Lodges, so called, which are inbegral ae 
constituent parts of the Grand Lodge and have been so recognize on 
the Supreme Judicial Court in Peakes vs. Blakeley, 333 Mass. 281, 2 
Old Colony Trust Co. vs. Commissioner, 331 Mass. 329, 336-7. The purposes 
of the Grand Lodge have been determined to be charitable in these two 
cases. 


In larger communities, Masonic Temples are usually used by ovata 
Blue Lodges, or Chapters, Council and Commandery of the York Ri = 
and in some instances one or more Scottish Rite Bodies. All Scottish Rite 
and York Rite Masons must be members of a Blue Lodge in good standing. 
It would seem clear that, these bodies are charitable since the great weight of 
authority holds that Masonic organizations are charitable societies or in- 
stitutions under the taxing laws. MacGregor vs. Commissioner, 327 Mass. 
484 at 488, footnote 2. 
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c. Ruling with Respect to Tax Status of Masonic Temples. 


The situation with respect to the status of Masonic Temples under 
chapter 59, section 5, clause 3rd would seem to be as follows: Where 
title to the Temple is (a) in a non-profit corporation organized under 
chapter 180, under similar provisions of prior acts or under special law 
for the purposes of Masonry or (1) in a trust established for such purposes, 
and the Temple is occupied by one or more of the following Masonic 
organizations: — the Grand Lodge, any Blue Lodge (such Lodges being 
integral parts of the Grand Lodge) or any Scottish Rite body, the require- 
ments for exemption are met since the property is owned by one charitable 
organization and occupied by another such organization. York Rite 
Masonic bodies (Chapters, Councils, and Commanderies), though chari- 
table, are not so organized as to qualify for the exemption set forth in this 
statute. Where the Temple is owned by a corporation whose income is 
or may be divided among its stockholders or is or may be used or ap- 
propriated for other than charitable purposes, the exemption is not avail- 
able. Where the real estate housing the Temple, even though owned by a 
Masonic corporation or trust of the type above described, is used in part 
for business activities, such portion of the real estate is not exempt. There 
has been no change in the law applicable to the apportionment of this 
exemption in cases where only a partial exemption is to be allowed.

To the Right Eminent Grand Commander, Officers and Members of 

the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 

All Fifty Commanderies held their inspections this year with 
23 receiving a mark of 10—, 15 of 9+, 10 of 9, and 2 of 9—. 

Twenty-five Commanderies retained the same mark as last 
year while 13 bettered themselves and 12 went lower, 

This year two Commanders did their work without the loss of 
a point, while 22 lost from 1 to 9 points and the remaining lost 
from 10 to 79 points. 


Twenty-one Commanderies needed help to fill their divisions 
and lost from 1 to 21 points. 

This year I have visited all l'ifty Commanderies, 45 of these on 
Inspection night. I found a real interest in all Commanderies 
to conform to the Tacties of our Jurisdiction and to confer the 
Orders as correctly as possible.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF 
MEMBERSHIP PROGRESS AND PUBLICITY 


Tor THE YEAR EnpinG June 30, 1958 


Right Eminent Grand Commander, Officers and Members of the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


In the year just ended our Grand Commandery had a net gain 
of 106 members. This gain, though small, is slightly better than 
that of last year and was obtained despite adverse economic con- 
ditions. Total admissions were 56 less than last year, but a sub- 
stantial reduction in the number of members demitted and sus- 
pended made possible the improved net gain.

MEMBERSHIP GAIN 

Natick Commandery No. 33 led in membership gain with an 
increase of 40, Springfield Commandery No. 6 was second with 
a gain of 19, and Worcester County Commandery No. 5 and 
Coeur de Lion Commandery No. 34 shared third place with gains 
of 17 members each. 

PETITIONS _— 

Our Grand Commandery quota was continued at 1,000 petitions 
as - reasonable and attainable goal. We obtained 744 petitions, 
or 74.4% of quota. : 

A total of 18 commanderies equaled or exceeded their quotas 
compared with 20 in the preceding year. Natick Commandery No. 
33 obtained 279% of its quota. This is the third successive year 
in which Natick Commandery has obtained over 200% of its 
quota. _DeMolay Commandery No. 7 and Cyprus Commandery 
No. 39 have an unbroken period of five successive years of quota 
attainment. 
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DeMolay Commandery No. 7 had the honor of obtaining the 
largest number of petitions — 53, Springfield Commandery No. 6 
and Boston Commandery No. 2 shared second place with 41, and 
Worcester County Commandery No. 5 was third with a total of 40. 


NET GAINS AND LOSSES 
Twenty-three commanderies had a net gain in membership, 21 
had net losses and 6 had no change. It is ominous that in the year 
just ended, as in the preceding year, 42% of our commanderies 
had a net loss in membership. This is a situation that requires 
study and correction. 


DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 
We lost 98 members by demits and 67 by suspensions. Although 
our losses were 74 less than in the preceding year, constituting a 
marked improvement, we should continue our efforts to eliminate 
all unnecessary demits and suspensions. 


AFFILIATIONS AND REINSTATEMENTS 
_There were 23 affiliations and 19 reinstatements. The total is 
slightly higher than in the preceding year, but it would appear 
that further gains in membership can be obtained from increased 
attention to these sources. 


. PUBLICITY 
Use was made of The Templar to promote and record member- 
ship activity through the publication of short articles and of 
comparative membership statistics.

The Committee’s action last year as implemented by Official Order No. 6 
of Sept, a 087 cleared all penn questions and revisions of the Tactical 
work except the tactics and procedure for the reception of the Inspecti 
Officer at Inspections and Official Visitations. : Or ce SHSReCUNE 

Recommendations for the revision of this section of the Tactics and also 
general revisions to conform to the regulations of the Grand Encampment 
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on the use of titles were presented by the Inspector Instructor, and, following 
discussion, adopted by unanimous vote. (See Official Order No. 10 of Sept. 
22, 1958. 

The Grand Recorder reported some requests for new Tactics Manuals but 
with few if any now available to meet the demand. All Tacties Manuals 
issued within the past several years have been sold to, and are therefore the 
property of the purchasers. They are not necessarily passed along or resold 
to new officers coming into the line each year. Obviously some means must be 
found to provide Tactics Manuals or their equivalent to these new officers 
and to make it possible for present owners of Manuals to bring them up 
to date. 

With the many changes which have been made since the Tactics were last 
printed in 1946 the suitability of stickers for the correction of present Manuals 
is open to question. The cost of printing new Manuals would today pre- 
sumably be at least two or three times that of 1946 and we feel that such 
expense should not be recommended or considered until all changes made 
within the past year or so can be proven out in practice this coming year. 

It is therefore felt that possibly one of several temporary or stop-gap 
suggested might serve present purposes and the Grand Recorder was 
requested to investigate such possibilities and report his findings for the con- 
sideration of the Grand Commandery at this Conclave. His report will follow 
action on this Committee Report. 

Reported possible variances in the basis used for determining the number 
required for the count at Inspections, and the apparent lack of definite Orders 
or generally accepted and understood rulings, as referred to earlier in this 
Conclave in the Grand Commander’s report, were brought to the attention 
of the Committee and it’s reeommendations requested. 

Reports of deductions being allowed ii for absence on business 
or pleasure trips, and for those over ¢ as well as for illness or 
other incapacity to attend, were verified by the Inspector Instructor. 

Following full di: ion and thorough consideration of all facets of the 
problem it was unanimously agreed that: 

(1) the count should be based on the number of members residing within 

40 miles of the Town or City of the Commandery concerned, 

(2) that without allowance for illness or other fully justifiable inability to 
attend, it is reasonable to expect the support and attendance of at 
least, 50% of those residing within the above 40-mile limit, 

(3) that a deduction of 10% of the entire membership residing within 
the above 40-mile limit should be ample to allow for illness or other un- 
questionably justifiable inability to attend, and 

(4) that the above fixed allowance for justifiable absence eliminates all 
y or questionable factors, provides a readily verified record, sim- 

plifies and clarifies the work and responsibilities of our Recorders and 
Division Commanders, and provides assurance to and for our Com- 
manderies, of uniform and equitable treatment. 

We therefore strongly recommend that the number required for the Count 
be determined to be 45% of the number of Life and Annual members of a Com- 
mandery residing within the 40-mile limit with no deductions for age, illness, 
or any other reason whatsoever. 

We believe the adoption of this recommendation will eliminate questions 
now existing, tend to promote harmony, and insure equal consideration and 
justice to all in the determination of the Count.

The Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment, Knights 
Templar of U.S.A., held at Indianapolis August 16-22 was attended 
by 14 of our 23 eligible voting delegates. A total of approximately 
50 of our Massachusetts and Rhode Island Sir Knights were 
present for the parade Saturday evening. 


A West-coast, Banff and Lake Louise trip was enjoyed by several 
of our Sir Knights prior to the Triennial, and following it another 
group enjoyed the relaxation of the Chicago, Great Lakes Cruise, 
Niagara Falls visit set up for us by Four Seasons Travel Service 
of Worcester.

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R..E..Sr Roserr Garpiner Witson, Jr, R..E..Sir, as 
has been stated at the Indianapolis Triennial there was passed 
a resolution which makes it permissive for any Grand Commandery 
Jurisdiction to make it obligatory to hold membership not only 
in the Chapter but in the Council of Royal and Select Masters in 
order to file application in a Commandery of Knights Templar. 
I therefore have available a proposed amendment which I offer 
with the purpose that it may have the study of a committee which 
I will urge be appointed and that we consider seriously adopting a 
procedure in the York Rite analogous to the more successful pro- 
cedure in the Scottish Rite where it is possible to go from the Blue 
Lodge to the 32° in four successive Fridays even at a greater cost 
than the York Rite but a great saving of time. As a result, at 
least here in Massachusetts, since 1950 the Scottish Rite member- 
ship has exceeded the York Rite membership of the Order of 
Knights Templar which it did not exceed in the year 1950 which 
I say again has been largely due to the facility by which a man can 
file four applications and perhaps one check on the same night 
and move. 


I therefore offer a proposed resolution and proposed amendment 
which won’t require discussion today, of course, and can’t call 
for discussion today. In all frankness I would like to have a study 
made because my present inclination is that on the adoption of 
such an amendment it should be accompanied by the following. 
That these amendments shall be effective only when and as long 
as the amendments to the constitutions of the Grand Council of 
Royal and Select Masters of Massachusetts and the Grand Council 
of Royal and Select Masters of Rhode Island shall provide and 
specify that all applications for election to receive the Degrees 
shall also require the applicant simultaneously to sign applica- 
tion for the Order of Knighthood if his religious belief permits him 
to sign a representation that he is a firm believer in the Christian 
religion. 

That is all for discussion in the future, R..E..Grand Com- 
mander. I shall offer this resolution and proposed amendment to 
be printed in the call for the next Conclave together with the 
suggested motion which I think may perhaps well accompany it. 


I am going to offer this and then I am going to move a com- 
mittee that will be able to sit down around a friendly table with 
the Chapter and Council, to be appointed by the incoming Grand 
Commander, and to take up the question not only of the Council 
setup but a closer and more friendly or perhaps a more effective 
relationship between the Council, the Chapter, and the Com- 
mandery. 


RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS: It is our firm conviction that the York Rite of Freemasonry 
should be more closely united, and that Chapters, Councils, and Command- 
cries, should work together for their mutual benefit, and, 
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WHEREAS: The Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United 
States of America, at their 47th Triennial Conclave held at Indianapolis, 
Indiana, August 16-22, 1958, adopted an amendment to their Constitution, 
which provided that any Grand Commandery may, by proper enactment, 
require the Crp Degrees as prerequisite to the Orders of Knighthood in 
its Constituent Commanderies. 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That the Constitution of the Grand 
Commandery _of Knights Templars and the Appendant Orders of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island be amended as follows: 


I 


To amend Article XIX, Section 1 — “Orders and Qualifications,” of the 
Constitution, by adding after the words ‘Royal Arch Mason” in the fifth 
line, the following: “Royal Master, Select. Master and Super Excellent Master’; 
and by adding after the words “Royal Arch Mason” in the seventh line, the 
following: “‘and Super Excellent Master”; so that Section 1 shall read: 


“The Orders of Knighthood shall not be conferred upon anyone who has not 
received the degrees of Entered Apprentice, Fellow Craft, Master Mason, 
Mark Master Mason, Past Master, Most Excellent Master, Royal Arch Mason, 
Royal Master, Select Master, and Super Excellent Master; nor upon anyone 
who is not an affiliated Master Mason, Royal Arch Mason, and Super Ex- 
cellent Master; nor upon anyone who has not resided at least six months”

Re: Distribution of Rituals to Constituent and Subordinate Commanderies: 


“Tssuance of eleven (11) Rituals authorized to cach Constituent and 
Subordinate Commandery, one for each officer except. the Treasurer, for 
use during his term of office, the Ritual to be transferred to the next Knight 
installed in the respective office, and a receipt for each Ritual to be taken 
by the Recorder from the officer installed at time of installation; all Rituals 
to be present at the time of the annual installation of officers. All Rituals 
issued to Constituent Commanderies shall be issued by the Grand Recorder 
of the respective Grand Commandery, who shall require a receipt from the 
Recorder of the Commandery for the Rituals so issued _ 


Following are the officers to whom Rituals should be issued: 


Commander No. 1 Junior Warden No. 5 Sword Bearer No. 9 
Generalissimo No. 2 Prelate No. 6 Warder No. 10 
Captain General No. 3 Recorder No. 7 Sentinel No. 11 
Senior Warden No. 4 Standard Bearer No. 8 
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Nore: The original Rituals were issued from No. 1 to No. 10 — 11th to 20, 
and ete. A replaced Ritual should be issued according to the original number. 
For instance, if No. 8 is missing, the replaced Ritual must take its place. 


Re: Receipt for Rituals: 

“Recommendation of Grand Master approved, that the Ritual of each 
office shall be transferred to the officer installed in that office, instead of 
being held by that same officer while serving through the lines.”

To All Eminent Commanders and Recorders: 


Sir Knights: 


Losses thru suspensions and demits have mounted steadily during the 
past several years. The total for the year ending August 31, 1957 was 239; 
a record high; and more than double the three-year average of 108 of ten 
years ago. One out of every four new applications, one-quarter of our effort 
to expand membership, is now required to offset such losses. 


Nor should the effect. be measured only in terms of numerical loss or added 
promotional effort; for the financial, as well as the personal support and interest, 
of every Sir Knights is needed to assure the continued strengthening and growth 
of our Order. Let’s look at that side of the picture a minute. 


As of August 31, 1957, based on the current annual dues and losses thru 
Suspensions and demits for the 10-year period from 1948 thru 1957 inclusive:

I am equally certain that all too frequently aul uatiee ae 
but casual thought and attention. Many suspensions and demits can be 
avoided. Many previously suspended or demited Sir Knights can be brought 
back into our ranks. Serious attention and reasonable effort are all that is

In presenting these figures it is neither m: desire nor intention in an 
way cast reflections upon any Commandery: or present, or past, Gotuninden, 
I am sure you all know me well enough to grant me that understanding. The 
object is simply to present as effectively as I can some sobering facts which 
ee iy faced squarely and acted on. They have been prepared and arranged 
solely to: 


(1) Clearly show the need for immediate and continuing constructive 
effort to minimize such losses. 
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(2) Provide each Commander with a basis of comparison to guide his 
judgment and aid him in determining the extent of the opportunity 
present, and effort needed. 

(3) Indicate the most fertile fields for building membership thru possible 
reinstatements. 


The Commanderies have been listed in the order of greatest to least per- 
centage loss with these thoughts in mind. The basic figures are the same used 
in compiling the data for Official Letter No. 2 and may be readily verified by 
reference to the Annual Reports of the Grand Commandery Proceedings. 


Had it been possible to eliminate these losses, membership and current 
income from dues would now be greater by the percentage shown less adjust- 
ments for reinstatements, which in most cases represent such a small percentage 
of the totals that they have been disregarded in these calculations. Remember 
— it is easier to hold a present member than to get a new one. 


I plan to work out a similar tabulation at the end of the year in which the 
average suspensions and demits of the preceding 3 years will be compared 
with this year’s figures; and, with other factors, be taken into consideration 
in establishing attainment marks for the year. 


It would surely seem that no further evidence is needed to clearly indicate 
the need for your attention and fullest cooperation in an effort to hold our 
losses to an absolute minimum; and to regain as much lost ground as possible 
thru reinstatements. Here is an opportunity for constructive effort and sub- 
stantial gain. Will you take advantage of it?

To All Eminent Commanders and Recorders: 
Subject: Dispensations and Release of Jurisdiction 
Sir Knights: 


In the course of the year certain questions seem to arise periodically and 
more or less generally throughout the jurisdiction. Most common are those 
involving Dispensations, Releases of Jurisdiction, Information desired on 
Monthly Notices of Conclaves, Rulings on Suspensions and Demits, and on 
Correspondence with other Grand Jurisdictions. 


The majority of such questions are answered by the following references and 
extracts from governing regulations and this order is issued for your informa- 
tion and guidance. 


Dispensations, refer to Section 48-F — Par. 1 and Par. 2 Constitution and 
Statutes of the Grand Encampment of K.T. of the United States of America, 
and Article VIII Section 2-F — Par. 1 and Par. 2 of the Constitution and Regu- 
lofons of the Grand Commandery of the K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 


Duties of the Grand Commander 
ions to the Constituent Commanderies 


To grant Dispenss 


1. To hold Special Conclaves for the conferring of the Orders at places 
within their jurisdictions other than those named in their Charters, and 


2. To permit them to receive petitions and ballot thereon at the same 
Conclave or at Special Conclaves, after such notice as he may deem proper. 


Article XVI — Sec. 1 “No petition may be balloted on in less than two weeks 
from presentation to the Commandery, provided that the Grand Com- 
mander may by Dispensation authorize the presentation of the ballot upon 
such petition at the same Conclave.” 


Section 214. Commanderies shall not appear in public without a Dispensation 
except upon funeral occasions or to attend religious services. 


Section 215. “The determination of what is a proper occasion for a Com- 
mandery to appear in public belongs to the Grand Commander as to the Con- 
stituent Commanderies.” 


Nore, Neither a Grand Master or a Grand Commander can change the 
Stated Conclave of 2 Commandery by Dispensation. (This is governed by 
your own By-Laws.) 


Release of Jurisdiction 
Section 82. “No Commandery may confer the Orders, or any one of them, 
upon any Sojourner unless the consent of the Commandery having territorial 
jurisdiction is first. obtained. In the event of a violation of this section the 
Commandery offending shall pay to the Commandery having territorial 
Jurisdiction the fees received for such admission and be subject to such other 
penalties as may be provided by law.” 


Nore. It has been called to my attention that several Commanderies 
have voted upon petitions where the names were not carried upon their 
notices and a Dispensation had not been requested or granted. Also that some 
Commanderies have voted upon petitions without first_receiving release of 
jurisdiction. See Section 82 of Grand Encampment Statutes and Grand 
Commandery Article XVII where jurisdiction of Constituent Commanderies 
may be found.

Nore: All names and addresses of petitions for the Orders, Affiliations or 
Membership must be borne on the Dispensation (so that a complete record 
may be had) and all names and addresses of applicants should be borne on the 
Stated Conclave Notices, unless covered by Dispensation from the Grand 
Commander. 


Bear in mind that our monthly record of petitions, knightings, and member- 
ship applications is compiled directly from the information given on your 
Monthly Notices of Conclaves. Proper credit cannot be given unless the names 
of your petitioners, etc. appear. 


Section 180. “A Petition whether for the Orders or Membership shall be 
referred to a Committee of Three Members of the Commandery, who shall 
report in writing as to whether the prayer of the Petitioner should be granted. 
No ballot thereon shall be had until a report has been made.” 


Section 191. “A Knight Templar desiring to affiliate with a Commandery 
must file a Petition for Membership, together with a Demit or its equivalent, 
which shall be retained by the Commandery petitioned if the Petitioner is 
elected to membership; if rejected, the Demit, or its equivalent, shall be re- 
turned to the Petitioner.” J 


Section 201. “Voluntary non-affiliation in a Lodge or Chapter for six months 


shall deprive a Knight Templar of his membership in the Commandery after 
due notice and hearing. 


Section 203. ‘When a Knight Templar has been suspended or expelled from 

his Commandery solely because of his suspension or expulsion from his Lodge 

os Chapter, Teeipradion in such odes or Chapter shall entitle him to restora-

Dates are carried out for the year 1958. 


Ancient Crarr Masons date from the creation of the world, B. C. 
4000, calling it Anno Lucis (Year of Light). Hence add 4000 to common 
time. A. D. 1958=A. L. 5958. 


Royat Arcu Masons date from the beginning of the building of the 
Second Temple by Zerubbabel, B. C. 530, calling it Anno Inventionis (Year 
of Discovery). Hence add 530 to common time. A. D.1958 =A. I. 2487. 


Roya anp Se.ucr Masrers refer to the completion of the First. Temple, 
B. C. 1000, calling it Anno Depositionis (Year of the Deposit). Hence add 
1000 to common time. A.D. 1958=A. Dep. 2958. 


Kwicuts Tempiar date from the founding of the Order, A. D. 1118, 


calling it Anno Ordinis, Hence subtract 1118 from common time. A.D. 
1958=A. O. 840.
